Congress rolled bask tha boundaries of 
the proposed Bulgaria to the Balkan 
mountains, and created the autonomous 
province of “Eastern -Robmelia.” It 
also reduced the term of the Russian, 
occupation of Bulgaria and Eastern 
Roumelis te nine. months,—dating, we 

esume, from the signing of the Berlin 

reaty, Consequently if ‘Hirk-Killesa 
and Tohatal Burgas. are properly cons 
aidered by the Russian authorities to be 
within the boundaries of _the new 
province of “Eastern Roumelia,” they 
will continue to hold possessiéa of those
